Health officer requests fees 
be charged for services

Kenneth Ball, public health 
officer for Coffee County, warned the 
county commission Monday that the 
Health Department may have to close 
two days each week and cut back 
several of its services unless additional 
revenues are located. 

According to Ball, the health 
department is spending approximately 
$6,000 to $7,000 each month more than 
the revenues which are coming in. At 
this rate he predicted by June or July 
the department’s ending monthly ba- 
lance will hit $0 and then will be 
operating at a deficit. 

Ball asked the commission to 
consider charging fees for several of the 
services and programs which are now 
free. He said three other counties in 
Alabama have introduced legislation 
this sessica which allows their health 
departments to levy fees for immuniza- 
tions, blood pressure checks, and other 
services. 

The commissioners questioned Ball 
about the effectiveness of charging for 
shots and blood pressure readings. 
They maintained that many people who 
need these services would not want to 
pay and would stop routine visits. 

‘Yes, I'm sure some people would 
stop coming in. But the service will still 
be at a reduced rate,’ answered Ball. 
“We can hold a lid on it with four or five 


areas with fees. Paying $4 to us for a 
shot would still be much cheaper than 
$16 to a private physician.” 

State law now requires that all 
students in grades K-12 present current 
immunization records before they are 
allowed to start school each year. 

The commissioners took no action on 
Ball's request and did not indicate when 
they might discuss the issue again. 

Ball also added that if he is not 
allowed to charge fees, the health 
offices in Elba and Enterprise may be 
forced to close two days each week. 
Several other health departments under 
financial strains in Alabama have 
resorted to staying open only part-time. 

**Gentlemen, I'm afraid we are in an 
era where we can no longer provide the 
service and protection that we have in 
the past,’’ said the health officer. 

According to Ball, he has stream- 
lined his department down to the 
programs required by state and federal 
regulations. Under the State Code of 
Alabama, public health departments 
are assigned 18 duties. Among these 
are: inspection of schools for sanitary 
conditions and pure water supplies; 
teaching people how to maintain 
sanitary conditions in their homes; 
conducting water tests; restaurant in- 
spections; septic tank inspections; rabies 
control; immunizations; TB tests; 
maintaining birth and death records; 
VDtests; and epidemic investigations. 


The family planning, women and 
infant care (WIC), and pregnancy 
clinics are required by the federal 
government. : 

‘We've got to maintain our funding 
some way. Let’s say we did not have the 
funds to inspect septic tanks. Then all 
FHA, VA, and other federal loans 
would cease in this county, because the 
homeowners are required*to have’ the” 
tanks before obtaining these loans,” 
Ball noted. 

The State Code also provides that 
the county commission will ‘‘create 
sufficient monies to provide sufficient 
public health care’’. It is also the 
county's responsibility to provide office 
space for the health department. 

This year’s budget for the health 
department is approximately $850,000. 
The county's appropriation is $16,700 
and the remainder of the funds are state 
and federal. 
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Commission ponders lawsuit 
against state for prisoners 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, March 
23, at the courthouse in Elba, and 
discussed the possibility of filing a 
lawsuit against the state in an effort to 
receive payment for the expenses 
incurred by state prisoners while 
housed in the Coffee County Jail. 


The commission learned at its last 
meeting on March 9 that the state owed 
the county over $62,000 for housing the 
prisoners, and that there was no 
indication the bill would be paid. 


‘Just what is the possibility of the 
county's being paid by the state for 
housing the state prisoners?’’ asked 
Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin. 
“Can we do anything besides make 
noise?’’ 

“The county can file a lawsuit,” 
answered County Attorney Warren 
Rowe, ‘‘and some counties have had 
success in getting funds by using this 
procedure, It costs the county over $35 
a day to house an inmate, and the state 
pays nothing!" 


Sheriff Brice Paul declared, ‘‘It is a 
burden on the taxpayers of the county. 
The state is hiding behind a court order 
which states it can't overcrowd its 
prisons. Meanwhile, we have to 
keep their prisoners and they won't pay 
anything. We pay all the expenses - 
clothes, food and medical. I think we 
should make a stand,”’ 


Probate Judge James L. Sawyer told 
the commission a class action suit 
involving all the counties would have a 
greater impact on the state, and he 


reminded the commissioners of an. 


upcoming statewide meeting coming up 
in June. The county attorney agreed 
with the judge and told the commission 
it should discuss the matter with the 
other county officials in June. Rowe did 
state, however, that if the other 
counties didn’t agree, he would recom- 
meut the commission go ahead and file 
the suit. 


Monday’s bi-monthly meeting 
began at 10:00 a.m., and after 
discussing the weekend’s bad weather, 
it settled down to business.

Schools feel effects of cuts

Economic cuts by the Reagan 
Adminstration are expected (6 cost the 
Coffee County and Elba City School 
sysiems thousands of dollars and a 
reduction of teachers. 

One of the programs coming under 
the new administration's hatchet is 
Impact Aid funds. This program grants 
federal money to school systems near 
military installations for students whose 
parents are in military service or 
employed by the federal government on 
the base. Last year the city system 
received $16,000 and the county gained 
$21,000 for students with Fort Rucker 
connections. 

Superintendent Johnny Vaughan 
told the county school board last week 
that Washington officials may compro- 
mise the Impact Aid money and cut only 
the civilian portion of the program. But

for the two local systems, that cut would 
eliminate the majority of their funds. 

Cuts are also being made in the 
federal Title I, IV-B, IV-C, and 
vocational education programs. The 
county superintendent said his schools 
will lose approximately $134,000 and 
three or four teacher units. The city 
schools’ loss will also near the $100,000 
mark and Superintendent Elmer Taylor 
said he doesn’t know yet how many 
teachers that may affect. 


A strong lobbying effort has been 


launched nationwide to protect the Title 
I program from a scheduled 25 percent 
cut. The city schools received $114,000 
last year to operate remedial reading 
and mathematics and kindergarten 
classes under Title I. The county system 
received approximately $225,000 for the 
same program. 

Taylor expects to completely lose the 
Title IV-C program which provides

funds for individual lesson plans to be 
prepared for ‘‘under-achievers’’ and 
Vaughan said there will be about $2,000 
left for his operation after an 80 percent 
cut. Federal monies for the vocational 
education program at Elba High School 
is set to be cut by $30,000 and $12,000 
in the county. 

With the loss of federal.and state 
funds, Vaughan said the county schools 
are not facing an easy road ahead. 


**But we are losing a lot less than 
most systems because we operate on a 
minimal program now, with no teacher 
units over,"’ Vaughan told the board 
members at last Thursday's meeting. 


The elimination of Impact Aid funds 
are expected to have devastating effects 
on schools in heavy military populated 
areas, such as the Enterprise and 
Huntsville city schools. 


‘The Reagan cuts mean losing three 
or four teacher units, But we've got 
three retiring and at least one resigna- 
tion that 1 know of now,’’ Vaughan 
continued. ‘So maybe just through 
attrition, we won't have to terminate 
anyone.” 


Because of the current uncertain 
financial picture, the county board of 
education is not accepting applications 
for the head basketball coach position at 
New Brockton High School. Charles 
Cole resigned from this position several 
weeks ago to devote his complete 
attention to duties as principal of New 
Brockton Elementary School. He had 
previously served in both capacities. 


Vaughan and the board members 
said they want to fill the position with a 
person from within the county system. 


**There will probably be a lot of heat 
over this coaching job since, with the 
state 2-A championship, everybody 
wants it,”’ added the superintendent. 
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Mrs. Dowling is the City of Elba 
librarian, a position she has held since 
1969. She has also worked with the 
library board in the planning and 
remodeling of the new library. 

The honored senior citizen was born 
in New Brockton in October of 1898, the 
youngest of three children of David and 
Martha Johnson Harper, and attended 
school in New Brockton. 

She is the widow of Oswell Dowling, 
whom she wed in January of 1919. They 
made their home in Elba, where Mr. 
Dowling was bookkeeper for the W.H. 
Taylor Mercantile Company. In 1922 he 
went into business for himself, and 
retired in 1937 due to ill health. 

Mrs. Dowling is the mother of two 
daughters - Martha Frances, who 
married Robert Stephens and lives in 
Elba; and Mary Oswell, wife of Billy 
Rowe of Elba, and they live in 
Birmingham. 

In 1940, Mrs. Dowling was appoint- 
ed supervisor of a National Youth 
Administration Project. It was housed 
in what is known as the ‘‘Old Law 
Home," located on Reddock Hill, and 
aided girls from low income homes in 
the fundamentals of housekeeping. 
They made clothing, quilts and other 
useful items that were used by the 
Department of Pensions and Security. 
These girls made the first uniforms for 
the Elba band. 

During this time Mrs. Dowling 
completed a business course, and in 
1942, when the NYA project was closed 
due to the War, she began working as a 
secretary. She kept books for the City 
Ice and Cold Storage Company for 20 
years, and worked as secretary and 
receptionist for two doctors for 10 years. 

Mrs. Dowling is an active member of 
the First Baptist Church of Elba, where 
she has taught in the Primary depart- 
ment for 13 years and held several 
offices in the WMU Society. She served 
22 years as financial secretary for the 
Coffee Baptist Association, and upon 
her resignation in 1973 was presented a 
Certificate of Appreciation for her 
faithful service.

First action of the day was to 
authorize the county engineer and one 
assistant to attend a two-day conference 
to be held in Montgomery on April 
27-28. The conference will be held to 
discuss personnel problems in county 
departments, and the commission 
agreed it was a conference that was of 
major importance. 


Sheriff Brice Paul was called to the 
meeting to discuss several items, the 
first of which was the vehicles in his 
department, Sheriff Paul told the 
commission he had 7 county cars and 1 
vehicle owned by the Law Enforcement 
Planning Agency (LEPA). The cars are 
used by the sheriff, the chief jailer and 
six deputies. A matter of concern 
centered around the LEPA car driven by 
Deputy Sheriff Dement, and the liability 
of the vehicle since it is not owned by 
the county. County Attorney Warren 
Rowe reported the county was covered 
while using the car. 


Another problem dumped in the 
sheriff's lap concerned the legality of 
the sheriff's department doing repairs 
to a car at the jail that had been 
confiscated and was awaiting sale. The 
commissioners felt the county shouldn't 
have repairs done until it had a clear 
title to the car, and balked at the large 
repair bill. Attorney Rowe stated the 
county did have the authority to pay for 
the repairs, while Sheriff Paul explained 
that the billing was a mixup. The sheriff 
said some of the bills had already been 
paid, and others would be paid through 
court costs. 


After answering the commission's 
questions, Sheriff Paul told the group 
his department needed a gas pump in 
Enterprise. Paul explained all cars 
must now go to the jail in Elba to get 
gas, and said he would pay for the new 
pump out of pistol! permits. 


The sheriff added that a pump was 
needed for unleaded gas, since all his 
cars required unleaded fuel. He told the 
commission a complete pump and tank 
was available for $800 at the old driving 
academy in Enterprise. A compromise 
was discussed that would allow the 
sheriff's department to get gas at the 
county shop in New Brockton, but it was 
dropped when it was told the pump only 
used leaded fuel. The commission 
objected to the location of the pump at 
the driving academy, but finally agreed 
to its purchase. 


While the commission was jn an 
agreeable mood, Sheriff Paul asked for 
permission to attend a two-day school in 
Birmingham. The school, set for March 
26-27 would be held to discuss all 
aspects of legal matters concerning 
jails, and Paul requested Chief Jailer 


Ricky Christian also be alowed to 
attend. The commission approved both 
requests. 


The commission did get in the final 
shot, however. as it instructed Sheriff 
Paul to return the radio removed from 
the commission clerk's car. It was 
reported the radio had been borrowed, 
but the commission made it clear it 
should remain in the clerk's vehicle. 


County Attorney Warren Rowe 
informed the commission it was being 
sued for $150,000 (plus interest and 
court costs) by the architectural firm of 
Donofro and Associates. The Dothan 
firm contends the commission owes for 
work done in planning a jail to be built 
in the county. The suit states the 
commission is in breach of contract, and 
that it entered into an agreement on 
October 4, 1976, with the firm to 
perform services as architects for the 
erection of a county jail for Coffee 
County. It states the services were done 
and on September 29, 1980, the 
commission wrongfully terminated the 
contract. 


Rowe told the commission it was his 
opinion the contract was not valid, but 
added he would like the court to decide 
and answer all questions about the 
legality of the contract. 

Rowe reported the Carmichael 
property, next to the courthouse in 
Enterprise, was now for sale and the 
owner wanted the county to ‘‘make an 
offer." The property, including a 
home, had been appraised at approxi- 
mately $50,000. The commission made 
no commitment concerning the 
property. 


Before leaving, the county attorney 
reminded the commission it was close to 
the time to submit a progress report to 
Judge Arthur Gamble on the plans to 
build a jail in Enterprise. The report is 
due on April 12, and the architect will 
haye a preliminary study completed on 
April 2, giving the county a total of 10 
days to compile the report. 


County Forest Ranger Wayne 
Roberts was back at Monday’s meeting 
to find out what progress had been 
made in acquiring a truck needed by his 
office. The truck would be used to pull 
heavy equipment to forest fires in the ’ 
county. The commission reported it had 
looked at 5 trucks, priced from $4,200 to 
$10,000, but had made no decision. 

Roberts reported he needed the 
truck as soon as possible and agreed to 
check back at the next meeting. 


In other action Monday, the 
commission heard a presentation from 
Mr. Lamar Champion about the 
Deferred Compensation Program.

WINTER COVER CROPS 
REALLY PAY OFF 


With over seven inches of 
rain in parts of the county, 
erosion to fields was very 
severe. However, those 
farmers who planted a small 
grain for winter cover had 
very few repairs to make. 
Fortunately we did have 
more acres than usual plant- 
ed last fall. 

I.J. Bess of the Cool 
Springs Community said he 
will put a cover crop on every 
acre next year. ‘“‘It more 
than pays for itself,’ says 
Bess. The cost of planting a 
small grain is less than 
twenty dollars per acre for a 
cover crop. Rye, oats or 
wheat slanted at the rate of a 
bushel and a half per acre 
provided enough protection 
this year. On cropland, 
many fields without a cover 
crop washed in many places 
which cost farmers hundreds 
of dollars, and many hours of 
valuable time to repair. Such 
a small investment which 
provides great returns in 
a small investment provides 
great returns in the protec- 
tion of your land. Many 
other farmers have said that 
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next year they will plant a 
cover on all their peanut 
land. 


Carson Brunson had a 
large field that was planted 
in rye. He said, “if 1 had not 
had the winter cover on my 
land, 1 would have had 
gullies all over my field.” 
Many farmers did have 
gullies in their fields as deep 
as 6 feet in some cases - 
literally thousands of tons of 
soil lost, never to be recover- 
ed for food production. Can 
you, as a farmer, afford to 
see your land, nutrients and 
in some cases, crops, wash 
away or see your yields 
declining every year, and 
your fertilizer bills increasing 
- which cuts into your already 
limited profit? Of course not 
- you love to farm, and even 


if you rent the land you 
would rather not have it 
washed away 

Conservation _ practices 


might take a little more tme 
or even cost you in the short 
run, butin the long run, they 
pay for themselves and re- 
turn benefits that more than 
offset the time and expense. 
Practice good conservation 
methods on your farm.

Future tree stands often 
disregarded in harvest 


Trees usually need 30 to 
40 years to grow into good 
saw timber and plywood logs 
but when it’s time to harvest, 


many landowners fail to 
consider the future of the 
remaining trees on their 


land. One reason for this is 
the frequency of diameter 
limit cutting. This cutting 
method is characterized by 
harvesting all trees downto a 
specific diameter stump (12, 
14, or 16 inches for example). 


As long as there have 
been crosscut saws and 
chainsaws, diameter limit 


cutting has been the most 
common method of timber 
harvesting. This method is 
very simple--measure the 
tree’s diameter and if it is 
above the limit then cut it 
down. 

Most iandowners are told 
that only the large trees will 
come out and the smaller, 
young pines can then take 
over. At first place this 
statement sounds very logi- 
cal but in actual practice few 
stands of natural pine timber 
respons in this manner. The 
main reason is that after 35 
years of growing big trees 
have developed a thick over- 
story and the little pines 
underneath have not had 
much direct sunlight and 
thus have grown slower than 
the larger trees. 

Pine trees are the oppo- 
site of most hardwoods and 
need full sunlight for fast 
growth. This is why land 
planted to pines is first 
cleared of ali standing trees.

So, for 30-35 years the 
smaller trees have grown in 
the shadows of their big 
neighbors. After such a long 
time of being suppressed 
these trees usually cannot 
suddenly shoot up when the 
large trees are cut out. Also, 
in most cases scrub up!and 
hardwoods which can tole- 
rate shade have grown at a 
steady rate for these 35 years 
and are better prepared to 
take advantage of the new, 
direct sunlight than the small 
pines. 

The result of this type of 

cutting can be seen in every 
country in the Wiregrass. 
Instead of a high value pine 
forest, the land is composed 
of scrub hardwood and poor 
quality, suppressed pines of 
low value. Before selling on a 
diameter limit basis a very 
simple precaution is to check 
the growth rate of the small 
pines which are to be left. 
The easiest way of getting 
this done is to call the local 
forest ranger and ask for his 
help. 

He can bore a small hole 
into a few trees and the piece 
that comes out will show (by 
the growth rings) if the tree 
will respond. If the rings are 
close together the tree won't 
respond very well to full 
sunlight. Also the amoung of 
crown that the suppressed 
tree has will largely deter- 
mine whether or not the tree 
will respond. A tree with only 
seven rings per inch with a 
small crown wil! not likely 
respond whereas a tree with 


12 rings per inch and a full 
crown will develop into a 
good tree. 


A different cutting prac- 
tice that takes into account 
the fact that some trees are 
better than others is a 
‘select harvest’. With this 
alternative the trees to be cut 
are selected and then marked 
with paint and removed. The 
poor quality trees plus those 
that are mature are har- 
vested, leaveing good quality 
trees that will respond to the 
increased sunlight.

Dr. John Jensen, fish- 
eries specialist at Auburn, 
made this comment about 
liming fish ponds. ‘‘The 
majority of sportfish ponds in 
the state need lime so that 
fertilizer added is used more 
efficiently by algae. Let me 
remind you, however, that 
lime should be added to 
ponds only during late fall 
and winter. If you encounter 
ponds this summer that are 
not responding to fertiliza- 
tion by producing a good 
green bloom of algae, then 
you might consider suggest- 
ing a pond soil test for lime 
requirement.”’

CORN 

According to some of our 
agri-business dealers, more 
corn is being planted this 
year in Coffee County than 
last year. This is probably 
due to the increase in the 
price of corn. Growers will 
probably plant around 35,000 
acres. I estimate that over 
25,000 have already been 
planted. Most ‘farmers 
should get excellent stands 
of corn. I was glad to see it 
go in early. 

Research shows that corn 
planted the first half of 
March produces more per 
acre than corn planted later 
in March and on into April. If 
we can get rainfall through- 


reliant 


out the year, we will have 
some beautiful corn in this 
county. 


LAWN HELP 

Dr. Kim Sheffer, our turf 
and home grounds specialist 
at Auburn, will visit with us 
all day on April 22. Dr. 
Sheffer will teach the Exten- 
sion staff how to better 
identify diseases and lawn 
fertility deficiencies. 

I know that many people 
in the county have beautiful 
lawns and have experienced 
problems with them. Those 
of you who would like to visit 
with us on that day (April 
22), feel free to come to the 
Extension office. You may 
want to bring a sample of 
your sod that has dried out or 
otherwise appears normal. 


NOW I KNOW! 

A friend of mine who had 
traveled in South and North 
Carolina wanted to know why 
peach tree orchards there 
had a white material on the 
trunks of the trees. I talked 
to Dr. Arlie Powell at Auburn 
about this, and he said the 
white material is latex paint. 
It is used to reduce excessive 
temperature buildup on the 
south side of trees in late 
winter in order to reduce cold 
damage. So now I know! 

I never would have 
guessed that was the reason 
for the white trunks of peach 
trees. When you travel 
through the Carolinas and 
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— 


see orchards planted this 
way, you will know exactly 
why they do it. 


SOYBEANS 

Coffee County farmers 
will probably increase soy- 
bean acreage this year. One 
word of caution about seed: 
be sure to get a germination 
test run if you have seed of 
your own to plant. Of course, 
if you buy seed, check the 
germination carefully be- 
cause seed are not up to their 
usual quality. Don’t plant 
soybean seed with less thana 
70 percent germination. 

Experienced soybean 
growers know to plant soy- 
bean seed when the ground 
is warm and moist. You want 
to get them back out of the 
ground quickly. Plant 1-1'% 
inches deep. Fifty pounds of 
80 percent germination seed 
should be sufficient to get a 
good stand. If you get 
soybeans too thick, you will 
lower your yield. 

l am preparing a soybean 
production outline to send to 
all Coffee County farmers. 1 
know that everyone won't be 
planting soybeans, but a lot 
of growers are interested in 
the information.

In the meantime, 
here are some general rules 
for expectant mothers: 

There's a lot a mother can 
do for her baby even before it 
is born. She can avoid 
alcohol and caffeine, both 
drugs, because all drugs 
should be avoided during 
pregnancy. Drugs should be 
taken only with a doctor's 
advice. 

Babies who have been 
exposed to too much alcohol 
before birth may be born 
shorter, lighter weight, with 
abnormally small heads, 
facial irregularities, joint and 
limb deformities, _ heart 
defects and poor coofdina- 
tion. Most are retarded. 


It's best that pregnant 
women completely avoid 
alcohol, because it’s not 


known just how much is safe. 
When a pregnant woman 
drinks, the alcohol travels 
through her bloodstream and 
to the baby’s bloodstream. If 
an expectant mother be- 
comes drunk at a party, her 
unborn baby becomes drunk 
also. But, the unborn is not 
as well equipped to handle 
alcohol as the adult mother. 


SHOE CARE 

Have you paid attention 
to the price of shoes lately? 
At today’s prices you'll want 
to use thern longer. 

Proper care lengthens the 
life and beauty of shoes. 
Change shoes daily if 
possible to let them regain 
their shape and allow perspi- 
ration to evaporate between 
wearings. Shaped shoes 
hold their shapes better if 
put on a shoe tree. 

You can clean patent 
leather with a damp cloth 
and liquid soap or a few 
drops of vinegar in water. 
Polish with a dry cloth. Tar 
and grease on non-plastic 
white shoes should come off 
with nail polish remover.

A pressure canner is a 
heavy kettle with a tight- 
fitting cover to make the 
kettle steam tight. They are 
made of cast or pressed 
aluminum, and come in sizes 
measured according to loose- 
content capacity. The more 
popular sizes are the 16- 
quart canner, which holds 
nine pint jars, and. the 
22-quart, which holds 18 


pint jars. 

The canner must be 
equipped with an accurate 
gauge or weight - to 


register the amount of steam 
and to control pressure. All 
pressure canner covers 
should have a safety valve. 

Other essential features 
of a canner are a rack or wire 
basket to hold jars off the 
bottom of the canner and a 
rubber gasket to keep steam 
from leaking out around the 
cover. 


Peanut farmers 
are eligible for 


federal money 


Farmers participating in 
the 1981 peanut program will 
be eligible to receive a 
federal support price of $455 
per ton for quota peanuts, 
and $250 per ton for addi- 
tional peanuts, the same as 
last year. 

The quota support level is 
expected to cover about 95 
percent of the cost of produc- 
ing peanuts. ‘This cost is 
based on a trend yield of 
2,569 pounds per planted 
acre,"’ said Robert English, 
chairman of the Coffee 
County Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation 
Committee (ASCS). 

With carryover stocks al- 
most non-existent, USDA 
indicates that the 1981 crop 
could bring peanut prices 
above support levels. Ad- 
verse weather conditions 
during the past growing 
season caused peanut prices 
to reach record levels, ex- 
ceeding the support level for 
quota peanuts. 


Under the peanut price 


support program, each farm 
is assigned an. acreage allot- 
ment and a poundage quota. 
Peanuts grown on allotted 
acres and within the farm's 
poundage quota are consi- 
dered quota peanuts. Those 
grown on allotted acres,. but 
in excess of the farm's quota 
are additional peanuts.

Bill Lee Contracting Com- 
Dothan has been 
awarded a bid by the city of 
Elba to install a new drain- 
age system in the Mulberry 
Heights area 

The project is being 
funded by a $325,000 grant 
from the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD). Lee's bid on 
the drainage system was 
$174,805. According to city 
Officials, any money not 
used to pay Lee or the 
engineering firm will be used 
for additional storm drainage 
in the Mulberry area.

Approximately 22 
property owners will be 
affected by the new drainage 
system. 

New pipes and concrete 
flume will be installed begin- 
ning at Adams Street with a 
10-feet width and then widen 
to 20 feet before reaching 
Beaver Dam Creek.

AHSAA Passes 11] Resolutions 


Eleven of 27 proposals 

representing concerns of 
member schools were passed 
by the Legislative Council of 
the Alabama High School 
Athletic Association at its 
recent March meeting. 
__A two-thirds vote was 
required for passage of a 
proposal by the 32-member 
Council, which is comprised 
of four district board mem- 
bers from each of the eight 
AHSAA § athletic districts 
over the state, 

The Legislative Council, 
the rules-making body of the 
AHSAA, obtained the senti- 
ments of member schools 
from a yote of the schools on 
the proposals prior to the 
annual meeting to consider 
legislation. 

A synopsis of the 11 
proposals which passed are 
as follows: 

(1) Five officials will be 
used in all football playoff 
games, 

(2) All-star football play- 
ers and coaches will be 
selected by region alignment 
rather than district align- 
ment, 

(3) Spring football prac- 
tice may be held 18 days of 
any 30-day calendar period 
any time during the second 
semester, 

(4) A starting date will be 
set for practice to begin in ail 
sports, 

(S) Zone lines for eligibil- 
ity purposes for private and 
parochial member schools 
will be limited to the munici- 
pality in which the school is 
located or to the county lines 
if located in the county, 

(6) No member school 
Shall play a contest with a 
private school which does not 
join the AHSAA, 

(7) After the Central 
Board classifies schools, 
there shail be no changes ina 
school’s classification until 
the next classification period, 

(8) All member schools 
shall receive voting results of 
their district board and the 
total vote by schools state- 
wide on all proposals, 

(9) All coaches who have 
served 25 or more years will 
receive a permanent pass for

What Is The Alabama High 


School Athletic 


What is the Alabama 
High School Athletic Asso- 
ciation? 

In simple terms, it’s an 
agency of its member schools 
founded in 1921 to control 
and promote their athletic 
programs. The rea! purpose 
and intent of the AHSAA is 
to serve effectively the needs 
of its member schools as they 
conduct their interscholastic 
athletic programs, and to 
assist those schools in reach- 
ing the educational object- 
ives as established by their 
school systems. 

Although the AHSAA has 
worked closely with the State 
Department of Education 
and rented office space from 
the department for a number 
of years, it has never official- 
ly been a part of the 
department, and receives no 
state appropriations from the 
legislature for its operation. 

It’s simply a_ private 
agency of its member 
schools. Historically, state 
educators have always held 
that \it is wise to keep high 
school athletics separate 
from state and local politics, 
which could interfere with 
the proper rulings and ad- 
ministration of interscholas- 
tic athletics. All funds used 
for operating the AHSAA 
come from member school 
dues plus a percentage of the 
gate receipts from football 
playoffs and basketball tour- 
naments, 

In the football playoffs, 
one-third of the receipts 
designated for the AHSAA 
nets between 100 and 120 
thousand dollars each year. 
In basketball, five percent of 
all invitational, conference 
and/or county tournament 
gate receipts, and 15 percent 
of all area and regional 
basketball tournament re- 
ceipts are designated for 
AHSAA operational funds. 
Also, the total gate receipts 
of the boys state tournament 
are earmarked for the 
AHSAA, but the expenses in 
staging the state tournament 
consume about half the total. 

A close look at the 
operation of the state tourna- 
ment shows it to be a much 
larger event than most 
people think. Each of the 36 
schools participating _re- 
ceives $300 for each game it 
plays in the tournament and 
$200 for each day it lays over 
(a day in between its first and 
second game). This totals 
$21,600 paid out to the 
schools during the tourna- 
ment. The allotments per 
game and per layover were 
an increase of $100 each for 
the 1981 tournament. 


Association ? 


Also, the facilities and 
services at The University of 
Alabama are a major item. 
Other expenses necessary for 
running the tournament in- 
clude ticket sellers, gatemen, 
public address announcer, 
statisticians, clock operator, 
electricians, sound en- 
gineers, managers of the 
equipment and supply office, 
and other personnel required 
by the University when 
Memorial Coliseum is in use. 

Another major expense 
item is the food, travel, 
lodging and fees for game 
officials. Last year the 
tournament expenses totaled 
approximately $40,000. Total 
gate receipts were approxi- 
mately $85,000, leaving a net 
to the AHSAA of approxi- 
mately $45,000. 

Since the AHSAA re- 
ceives no state money, its 
annual budget of about 
$325,000 is not met from 
current reyenues during 
some years. That was the 
case last year. The AHSAA 
operated with a deficit of just 
over $9,000, but it was more 
than made up by interest 
received on cash deposits, 
money which has been 
accruing since the Associa- 
tion was founded and placed 
in a building fund and a 
reserve fund. 

The building fund was 
depleted during 1980 with 
the construction of the new 
AHSAA state office building 
which opened last June. The 
reserve fund, the financial 
security of the Association, is 
used as backup money in 
case of sharp declines of 
revenue from football and 
basketball which would 
hamper the operation of the 
AHSAA. 

Most state high school 
athletic associations agree 
that it is necessary to keep a 
reserve fund equal to about 
two years’ budget projec- 
tions. Currently, the 
AHSAA is trying to maintain 
a reserve fund equal to one 
year’s budget.
